MKBCED, October 16.— The Merced 


bank, which has been doing btuineu 
here since 1875, closed ita (loon this 
norhiag. The tailor* ia due to the 
bank'i inability to realize on its aecnr- 
ifcjM. Aa jet th* officiaia of the bank 
have made no pdWic statement, but it 
ia known that the 
bank had over 


|200,000 loaned to the merchants and 
ranchers of thin community on which 
they could not realize. The concern'B 
statement to the bank commissioners in 
July last gave the bank's resources as 
1243,029, enumerated as follows: Bank 
piemlBea, $10,445 ; real estate taken for 
debt, f 8,198 ; miscellaneous 
stocks, 


$4,700; county warrants, • $1,708; loans 
on real estate, (74,563; loans on stocks, 
$2125; loans on grain and other secur- 
ities, ^8983 ; loans on personal security 
and overdrafts, $115,011; money on 
hand, $9677; due from banks, $5545; 
furniture and fixtures, $1750. 
The 


principal item of the bank's liabilities 
at that time were: Capital paid in coin. 
448,000; profit and loss and contingent 
funds, $8,861; due depositors. $160tti37; 
due other banks, $25,000. The direct- 
ors of the bank are all substantial busi- 
ness men. It ia believed the depositors 
will be paid in fall, end that the failure 
will have no disastrous effect upon the 
business of the community. While the 
failure la undoubtedly due to the gen- 
eral financial stringency, the immediate 
cause of suspension is said to be of a 
political nature. For years it haa been 
customary for the county treasurer to 
place the county funds in open deposit 
with 
the 
three banks of Merced. 


County Treasurer Bartlett was defeated 
for renomination in the recent Demo- 
cratic county convention, and attrib- 
uting hie defeat to the interference of 
the officials of the Merced bank, he de- 
manded the county funds deposited with 
the bank. Part of this money was paid 
to him. Other depositors learning of the 
action of the treasurer, withdrew their 
•deposits. Thus was started a run which 
the bank could not meet. This evening 
there ia a report that Treasurer Bart- 
lett's bondsmen will compel him to 
withdraw many thousands of dollars 
which he haa on open deposit with the 
Commercial Savings Bank and Security 
Savings Bank.

ASTORIA, Or., October 16. — The 


steamer R. P. El more arrived in this 
morning from Tillamook after experi- 
encing one of the heaviest seas known 
along the coast in years. She left Tilla- 
mook yesterday morning at 6 o'clock 
with eleven passengers and a large 
cargo of salmon. After crossing the 
Tillamook bar she struck a heavy sea 
with a northwester blowing, which Boon 
increased to a perfect hurricane All 
day long the ateamer battled with the 
heavy, aea«, not daring to croaa in at the 
mouth, of the Columbia, which waa 
reached about 3 p.m. They remained 
out all last night, the wind growing 
Stronger and the seas heavier as the 
night .wore away. About 1 o'clock this 
morning they began to throw out her 
•cargo, and after 2 '0 cases of salmon had 
been pitched into 'the sea the boat stead- 
ied somewhat and rode the seas much 
easier. Officers of the boat say that on 
several occasions last night they gave tip 
all hope of saving the steamer. The 
State of California, George W. Elder 
and three British vessels remained in- 
Bide the heads this morning until the 
Elmoie crossed in.

PKRSNO SLOUGH TO BK LRVKED 


Fertile Country Now Nearly Use- 


les*-A Boat Uaiial Ad a Side 


Issue. 


Lying "m the central part of the valley 


and mostly m Fresno county is a dis- 
trict usual!? called the "Swamp and 
Overflowed Lauds." This name is fre- 
quently applied to landa in various 
localities, but the country referred to in 
the present instance "19 about BIX miles 
wide and thirty long, following that con 
glomerate mass of sloughs and awales 
which fitretcli from near Lemooreon the 
•oath to within a few mi lea of White's 
bridge on the north. AH ia generally 
known to those acquainted with the 
country, these sloughs are the rem- 
uauU of an old river channel through 
which all the territory between White's 
bridge and Tehatchapi formerly found 
an outlet to the eea. Tulare lake and 
Summit lake did not then exist. Kings 
river, Tulare river, Kurn river, and alt 
the streams in the southern part of the 
Taller then flowed out through one 
channel, following the present general 
line of the ploughs, and emptied into 
the San Jonquin about five miles north 
of White's bridge. Tlie valley is in the 
shape of a shallow 
trough, eloping 


gradually down from the Coast range on 
the treat and the Bierraa on the east, 
und the lowest line of this trough is 
where the alougba now are, and where 
this old river was. 


In course of time Kinga river coming 


down from the east imd Los Gatos 
creek 
from 
the 
west carried silt 


and sand and deposited it in this low 
central part of the valley until the ac- 
cumulation formed a dam across the old 
river channel, and shut the waters back, 
and they tlma formed Lake Tnlare. This 
lake is a reservoir large enough to con- 
tain all the waters of the southern end 
of tho Taller, and it no longer finds au 
outlet into the San Joaquin. This is 
correct in a general sense; but Kings 
river flows down to the center of the 
valley Along on top of the ridge of silt 
and eand which its own curr'nt has 
uiiide, and on the top of it the. channel 
•divides, part of the water turning south- 
ward to the lake, and a part falling 
away to the north, and tilling the 
sloughs, and at times flooding the 
swamp ianda. In the dry season there 
is not much water in these aloaghs; but 
in the rainy time, and when the river ia 
flush, there i§ au overflow, more or less, 
over a strip of country which is six 
miles vide and thirty long, as already 
stated. This land ia very fertile, when 
drained and reclaimed, and perhaps 
better soil for alfalfa could not be found. 
It is free from alkali. 


The reclaiming of this country is an 


important problem. 
Owners 01 land 


here and there within the swamp dis- 
trict have undertaken the building of 
levees around their possessions, and thus 
isolated tracts here aud there have been 
reclaimed. But anything like a general 
work for reclaiming the whole district 
has neror been undertaken. 


Civil Engineer 1. Teiluian,' who is 


thoroughly posted on the subject and 
knows every acre of the country, has 
•outlined B plan by which the land may 
he redeemed from the water at a cost 
wbich, while considerable, would be 
•innll in comparison with what the cost 
will be if the levee building is done in a 
haphazard way by each individual who 
•haa land in that country. ID fact, the 
reclaiming can never be done in a 
piecemeal way; for, when one man 
banks' the water away from his prem- 
ises he turns it upon his neighbor. 


The plan which Mr. Teilman euggeafa, 


and on which he haa made some careful 
calculations, ia a simple one, and he IB 
certain that it can be carried out. It is j 
proposed to select the widest, deepest i 
and most open slough running the whole ' 
length of tbe swamp country, and make 
that the channel for carrying off the 
•water from Kings river. Levees are to 
be built along both hanks of tbe slough, 
iar enough apart to give plenty of room ' 
for flood water to pass out, say nix hun- 
dred feet from levee to levee. This will 
confine the water in one channel, in- 
stead of allowing it to meander through 
various sloughs, Bwalls, estuaries and 
ponds, and stand hi lakes and pools over 
the whole country. The floods will go 
right out to the San Joaquin from Kings 
river, and about 180 square miles of 
country will be reclaimed. 


The cost of this will not be great in 


proportion to the benefit it will be to 
the land. It ia suggested that a te- 
chunation district be formed to do the 
work. If the land ia once brought un- 
der Cultivation it will be among the very 
best in the county, equal at least to the 
wheat belt about Wheaiville and per- 
haps in Borne respects better. 


There is another matter which ia 


worthy of consideration. When this 
elougb is once enclosed by levees and all 
the water is confined in one channel, 
the ranal will be done for the whole 
length of the district, about thirty 
miles. Boats can then run from the 
Ban Joaquin river five miles below 
White's bridge to within a few miles of 
Leiiioore. During the dry season there 
may be a scarcity of water. It is an 
artesian belt, and wells might supply 
the canal with water. There are power- 
ful wells now in that vicinity.

THEY STAHTED FRO* YOSKMITE 


FOB FRESNO A MONTH AGO. 


Nothing Has Been Heard of Them 


In the Interval—Inquiries 


From San Francisco. 


Anxious inquiries are beinK prose- 


cuted by friends in Sau Francisco on ac- 
count of the disappearance of two young 
men from that city who left Yosemite 
for Fresno nearly a month ago. Their 
intention, as then announced, waa to 
make their way on foot across the di- 
vide with Fresno as the objective point. 
They have not been heard of since they 
started on September 12th. 


One oi the young men is Lee Bierce, 


i sou of Ambrose Uierce, the well 
known editorial writer on the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. The other ia described 
aa l'a reporter named Solomons " A 
young man named Theodore S. Sol- 
>mouB, who has doiia 
considerable 


uounUiineoring in the Sierras and haa 
)een engaged us a reporter on the San 
Francisco papers for the past three 
rears, is undoubtedly the person re- 
erred to. He ia about 27 years of age, 
of aliort stature an.d of more than aver- 
ige intelligence. 


Inquiries instituted by a REPUBLIC AN 


representative yesterday failed to dis- 
cover any tract] of the missing young 
men at I'ollasky, and it was stated in a 
lisputch from that point that nothing 
iad been heard of them by persona who 
iad arrived from the Sierras within the 
last week. 
The trip from Yosemile to this city on 
oot, for two active young men, ought to 
occupy not more tliun five days. They 
would certainly have been heard of if 
hey had taken the Madera route from 
bVesno Flats, because a stage runs be- 
ween tho two points, and the same 
ioJds good of the route by way of Kay- 
mond. If they had taken cither of 
liese routes their friends would cer- 
ainly have heard from them within a 
week, as nothing would have been 
easier than to hand a letter to the pasa- 
iig stage driver. 


if the young men had carried out 


heir original intention of walking over 
.he divide to Fresno their first halt 
would probably have been Big Trees 
station, 
or 
Wawona. Thence they 


vould have pone on to John Fowler's 
>lace at Coarse Gold, thirty uiiles from 
iVawoua, which is reached UP the stage 
rom Madera. Following the trail, they 
would come to Fresno flats, fifty-five 
miles from Fresno; then across the 
idge by way of i'reng'a rancheria aud 
luariz mountains to 0'Neil's, and so to 
r'ollasky, the nearest point with which 
here is communication by rail and tele- 
;raph. 


A very severe snow storm swept 
hrough ihe Sierra region at the end of 
September, and it is barely possible 
hat the youug men, who were of au ad- 
'onturouB disposition, were caught in it 
and lost. Solomons, however, is under- 
load to be so well acquainted with the 
Yosemite section of the Sierra that it Is 
lardly likely he would be at a loss how 
o act in ouch a case, and on the whole 
he prooability ia that the young men 
;e quietly digging up a sensational 
lining story for the "Monarch of the 
)aliea," a number of rich strikes bav-

•told section.

The evening paper on Thursday made 


an attack on Sheriff Scott, and repeated 
it in substance on Friday, taking as the 
ground for the charge that Scott waa in 
the habit of exercising the pardoning 
power and turning prisoners out of jai!

robbing Mr. Imperatrice, who was on 
his way to Malaga, and that after the 
arrest Andrew Kader, who had simply 
received the stolen property, agreed to 
turn state's evidence and did flo.thereby 
very materially assisting in convicting 
tbe two others. They were sent to the 
penitentiary. In consideration of the 
assistance Andrew Kader had been in 
securing the conviction, according to the 
statement in the Expositor, he was 
jiveu a verj1 liuht sentence,only twenty- 
live days in jail. He was seat to jail, 
ind it 13 said, as a result of the Expoa- 
tor's investigation, that Sheriff Scott 
:>ardoned him when his time was only 
lalf out, and that Rader went away de- 
Curing that he would work for Scott in 
he campaign and get him 100 votes. 
This is the Expositor's story. 
It 


would be bard to tind anywhere a more 
miserable mass of mis-statements, de- 
iberate falsehoods and Rcarfdaloua in- 
leceiicy than in this atory. If the even- 
ng paper had not stated emphatically 
that it had investigated tbe matter, it 
uiglit be eupposed as an excuse for its 
iluuder that it had been imposed upon 
jy some enemy in disguise.

with Ed Itader or Burge. He wascaught 
itealing coal, and confessed to it, re- 
urned the coal, and was sent to jail for 
.wenty-five days. 


After he bad been in jail some ten 


lays bis people came to Fresno (his 
ather and brother) and brought the 
news that the prisoner's fatlier-in-law 
was dying, and they wanted to make

'nre death. Sheriff Scott carried the 
matter to District Attorney Ohurch,who 
advised him to let Itatler go, as there 
was little risk to run and it was an act 
of humanity.

That ia the correct account of the

years have been speculations. Like all 
other ventures, some turn out well, 
while others f.r.!. The financial pinch 
of the present year has caused a vast 
deal of sober thinking, and good will 
result from it many lines of industry.

This was done, and he was returned 
according to agreement and served out 
the balance of his term. 


These are the facts, and comment 


would seem to be superfluous. The lair

till two men are jailed or run out of 
town. Tho respectable element among 
the Chinese do not disguise their appre- 
hensions of robbery and violence at the 
hands of these men. 


They are tho same men who laat 


Saturday robbed the proprietor of the 
TuLee store of $316. A a Boon aa the 
robbera heard there waa trouble in 
prospect for them they hastened to the 
proprietor and refunded $180 of the 
money. This Battled one phase of the 
difficulty, bat now the two highbinders 
with florae outside Chineee, who claim 
"vested interests," have got to wrang- 
ling over the division of the remainder 
of theBpoUa. 
One of the two men, for whom the 


nolice and the sheriff's deputies are now 
looking, is \Vong Hing. this fellow has 
a record of blood that is as wide aa the 
utate itself, for whenever a serious gun 
fight ia in prospect lie is sent for,' from 
flan Diego to the Siakiyoua, and from 
the Sierras to the sea." He ia only 
about 23 years old, hut has been wound- 
ed several times, and how many men he 
baa wounded or killed is known only to 
himself. Wong Hang ia well and un- 
favorably known to the police of San 
Francisco. He was run out of tnateity 
last spring after the bloody (tun fight on 
Jackeon street, and has been making 
trouble in Chinatown ever fiince he 
came here, ilia principal patron and 
friend is Jim Goon, who runs a brace 
game at the Ti Wan, the first house on 
China alley on the northeast corner 
fro-n Tulare street. 


Wong Chuck, the other highbinder, IB 


tbe same man who not long ago shot at 
IL Chinese through a window in the open 
Btreet in broad daylight. 
It is not 


known to which society he belongs, but 
Wong Hang is a member of the Suey 
On Tong, one of the most formidable of 
the Chinese secret societies in San Fran- 
cis co. 
"What increases the probability of 


trouble is that a quarrel is in progress 
between two of the local organizations 
over the proceeds of the lottery games, 
of which eight or nine are now steadily 
running in Chinatown. It- seems a good 
time for the authorities of the city and 
county to make an example of the whole 
gang, as—under existing conditions—it 
IB decidedly unsafe to pass through 
Chinatown, day or night. 


In Judge Webb's court yesterday the 


case of M. 8. Rosa against Isabel Luna 
WM called, and the defendant waa 
riven till October 20th to ihow^ cau«e 
why an injunction should not be issued.

'TN'THE NAME'OF RELIGION. 


Performance* of » Gang of Freo lowers on 


CblncoteagttB Island* 


There is n gang of free lovers on Chm- 
otenguo island that has greatly domor- 
ilized tho people and caused no end of 
•rouble. Ono man, Thomas Bowdcn, 
has recently been killed, and more trou- 
ble ia expected. JooLyuch is the leader 
of tbo gang, and many of tho ignorant 
looplo havo bccoms bis followers. It is 
said that .Lynch, obtained permission 
from tho authorities of Accomao county 
to perform marriage and other coro- 
monies usually pertaiuiug to n minister 
of tho gospel, a?d in a short time ho 
promulgated doctrines that havo led to 
tnnr-h trouble. 
Olio of these doctrines—and tho ouo 


productive of tho most trouble—is that 
each member of the band is to select a 
"watchman, "too man to choose a wom- 
an, and vico versa. Tho couples meet 
alono together to study Scripture and 
"meditate." As thcso "meditations" 
frequently last nearly all night, nud 
;ho"twos" seldom being man and wife, 
there ia considerable objection to the 
' 'meditating,'' especially whnn ft ' 'sanc- 
tified" wife of an "nusanctified" man 
meditates until 2 or 3 a. m. with ouo of 
the brethren. Nor do tho unsauctified 
wives feel a sufficient confidence in their 
"sanctified" husbands to sit contentedly 
at home knowing that they aro meditat- 
ing and talking Scripture with another 
woman who is perhaps younger and 
prettier. Lynch has given it out that 
all persons who aro married according 
to legal form, or by an "unsanctified 
minister aro in 'tho eyes of God guilty 
of brooking the seventh commandment 
and that the children of such unions aro 
illegitimate. Thcso aro a few of the 
teachings of this fanatic, all of them 
being on a par with the instances given. 


The lamentable feature of tho case ia 


that Lynch's followers believe him and 
aro energetic in making proselytes. A 
branch "church" was started at Wil- 
liamsville, Del., and quite a number 
have embraced tho "sanctified" idea. A 
few believers also livo nt Box Iron, in 
this county, a small hamlet near tho 
Sincpuxcut bay and near Chincoteaguo. 
An astonishing featnro about these peo- 
plo is tho readiness with which they 
nunto Scripture and point out how sin- 
ful every ono except tho "sanctified 
are To do this they display much skill 
in taking scraps of tbo truth and sever- 
ing them frnrn thecoutext to excuse tho 
exressea committed by themselves. The 
citizens of Chiiieoteaguo havo got a 
white elephant on their hands that they 
would liko very much to bo rid of, and 
this desire has only been strengthened 
by the killing of Bowden.— Richmond 
State.

Francisco. The attorneys hud made a 
mistake, and as a result I was arrested, 
tried by a jury in tho United States 
court at Los Angeles and sentenced to 
six months' imprisonment for contempt 
of court. 


"Smith, the Democratic candidate for 


sheriff, was 0111 here on Monday or 
Tuesday of last week and asked me if 1 
was going to vote for him. I told him 
no, because Mr. Scott had done me 
some favors, and that T was goinsr to 
vote for Mr Scott. Smith then saioT in 
that case he would not blame me, and 
that if ho had been sheriff at tho time 
he would have, extended me the same 
favors as Scott had done. 


'The favors I referred to were these: 


Scott Bent me ont two or three times 
with a deputy sheriff to look after my 
interests in the- vineyard, Ex-Sheriff 
Uenuley did the same thing. I spent 
half of iny six months sentence with 
Hensley and half with Scott. 


"Smith made the remark that he had 


himself done favors fur ine before, and 
that I ought to voto for him. These 
favora were supposed to have been con- 
ferred when Smith was United States 
gauger at the aaiue winery about six 
years ago, 


"I Lave always voted tho Democratic, 


ticket, but in this election 1 shall vole 
for the best men ou both the tickets and 
some Republicans are among the num- 
ber. 


"When Scott allowed me to come out 


here during my term of imprisonment a 
deputy, or eome other person appointed 
by Bcott, always accompanied me. 


"I went home on Saturday nights 


occasionally. 
Once; 1 remember, in 


Hensley's time, 1 never went home at 
any. time for three or four days on 
parole. That is a lie. 
"I have never hail aiiy conversation 


with Scott about doing things for him iu 
return for iavora received, nor ho with 
me."

hahn, and especially from the ad mis • 
aion attributed to Smith, taken in con- 
junction with thft precedent established 
by Hcusley, it will be the popular ver- 
dict that tlio Expositor is again making 
"much ado a I mil t nothing," and that 
there are other things besides curses 
and chickens that come home to room. 


A TINNIM FARM. 


Five Thousand Acres Devoted to 


Cultivation of a Weed. 


From the Son Frannlsco Chronicle. 


A parly of eastern capitalists have 


been in the city for several days past 
negotiating with the Southern Pacific 
company for the purchase ot uOOD acres 
of land in the San Joaqnin valley, 
which tht'y propose to devote to tho 
cultivation of a plant not unlike the 
common yellow dork which grows wild 
throaghout the state. The plant in 
question promises to bo the principal 
eource of Riipply for tannin and tannic 
acid in tho future. Tho plant is found 
to possess nearly thirty per cent of 
tannJc acid when grown in a warm 
climate, and its cultivation would doubt- 
less prove very profitable. The plans of 
tho eastern capitalist? embraces the 
erection of a large factory for extracting 
tbe acid from the root. Professor F A. 
Golley, who is in charge of the govern- 
ment's experimental station at Tucson, 
A. T., is with the party as an expert. 
The land deal has not yet be**n closed. 
Tbe eastern vibitoia have left for the 
southern part of the state, to seo if 
they could not find a more suitable 
locality lor the tannin farm.

RAISIN SITUATION. 


The Growers "Want the flames of 


Firms "Who Cut Prices. 


EDITOR 
REPUBLICAN- : — The reason 


given by the constitutionally crooked 
packer for cutting raisin prices is that 
he has to compete with the Spanish 
product. There is no truth in this, for 
tho reason that the Spaniard believes 
there is eonie value in raisins and re- 
fusea to eel! at anything like the prices 
at which the California raisins arc 
offered. 


1 have lately received from the con- 


troller of the JS'ew York custom houec a 
tahnlated statement of the imports of 
Spanish raisins for cisht years past, 
commencini; with 51,000,000 pounds, 
and gradually reducing until June 30, 
1S94, and for the rear closing then the 
imports were 13,000,000 pounds. Cali- 
fornia produced last year 71,000,000 
pounds. 


AH tn the combine. Tf there had been 


no combination prices would have been 
cut this year as they were last, when a 
constitutionally crooked packer broke 
the market by offering in all eastern 
cities raisins at prices which allow the 
grower only 1 cent a pound. 


As to the charges made, against tho 


combination by the Producers' Packing 
Company, I consider their weak point 
to be that they are afraid to mention 
names. A telegram stating that "Eome 
man" has authorized the cutting of 
prices, is no evidence. If the price has 
been broken let us have the name of the 
company which breaks it. The strong- 
eat weapon the grower has ia to refuse 
to do business with the grower who 
cuta. This is a weapon the cutting 
packers are nfraid of, and they are afraid 
that their names will be made public.

To friends they 
related a story of adventure, suffering 
and narrow escapu from death. 


After leaving the Yoeemite valley they 


struck out across the high mountains to 
the eoiith, their objective point being the 
upper Kings river canyon, where they 
intended taking views of that wild and 
E 


ictureeque region. High up ou the 
ierraa they were overtaken by the 


terrific utoria mentioned above. 
It 


mowed three daya and nights, during 
which time their stock of provisions was 
exhausted and they were reduced to a 
muah diet. 


When the storm abated a start was 


made for Fresno. One of their two bur- 
roa had wandered away, and the other 
waa packed and the journey begun, but 
the snow was so deep that it was found 
impossible to travel with the burro or 
any other load. Accordingly the ani- 
uift! waa ehot to end ita suffering, all 
equipments, consisting of 
blankets, 


camera, photographic views, guns, etc., 
were abandoned and the travelers again 
began their wear; march for the plains, 
•iuking into the enow waist deep in , 
many places, and occasionally stopping 
by the aide of some huge log to build a 
fire to thaw out and dry their clothihg. 


After a long tramp they arrived com- 


pletely exhausted aud almost famished, 
at a sheep camp away up above Ocken- 
deu's, where the herder, with his hand, 
was snowed in and unable to move. 
After a day or two's rent and feasting on 
mutton, the start was again made for 
Fresno, where they arrived fapged out, 
but in good health. Both declare it wan 
the closest call of their lives, aud that 
they have had enough of the mountains 
for this BcaBon, and quite enough of 
au«h rough experience for the balance of 
their livea.

Among otliei 


things the governor said : 


I euall only spent of these two par 


ties, and ehall fifty little or nothing o

Little or nothing for viticulture and 
horticulture, which co»t ui $30,000.

$25,000. Ke» or tlieee eastern ttatet 
ajiyrof>riai*'$2.&00,000ayear for public

Aad to I might continue to

Thsr« ii no mystery about our ex- 


penditure*. Every dollar is paid out 
according to law. The liet* and item* 
are open to inspection by all. 1 will 
gladly furnish them to Mr. Bndd at any 
time, and let him tell the people 
wherein expenditure* shall be reduced. 


Doe* he object to the $2,500,000 for 


pabiic school purpose*? .Does be think 
06 or 40 cents a day too much to spend 
in the care of the ineane* the roost un- 
fortunate claja of our people. Does he 
tiiiufe 9 cents a day too much to pay for 
Itir food that ii Riven to uur prisoner*? 
Ltoea he think $45,000 a year too much 
to pay for caring for the old soldiers? 
Does he think $120,000 too much for 
agricultural pursuit?? And eoon to the 
end of the net. lu other words, why 
does he nut specify >ust what he does 
want changed, so that the people may 
vote for him intelligently? He says 
there are too many commissions in the 
fiUte. Now what commissions will he 
dispense with* 
termit me to eay that In many of the 


old statea insane hospitals are simply 
erected for curative purposes, and the 
rare of every patient ia paid for, either 
by his relatives or by the county from 
which he wa# sent. When such pa- 
tients are found to be incurable they are 
returned to their county, while in Cali- 
fornia we keep them for years and yeare. 


Take, for instance, the items of or- 


phans and aged persons. They coat us 
about $600,000 per year; while iu those 
same Eastern states they are cared for 
by individual! and municipal govern- 
ments, and are no charge to the state, 
whatever. 1 have always maintained 
that if the counties were paying for 
thuse classes of persons there would be 
a less number to be cared for; they 
would be cared for more cheaply. But 
this can only be accomplished by chang- 
ing the laws ; and such change can only 
be made by the legislature.

Mr. Bndd makes the statement that 


onr annual expenditures, aa shown by 
the report of the state controller, are 
from $7,000,000 to $9,000,000; but he 
does not etate that $1,510,00.) to $2,000,- 
000 belong to funds that are self-sup- 
porting, which are not a tax .upon the 
teople and not included in the tax levy 
3f the state. 


Here are a few of the items expended 


aatyear: 


San Francisco harbor fund, $246,880. 
Railway tax fund, $738,341. 
Adult blind fund, $21,000. 
Revolving jute fund, $41,000. 
San (iueulin prison fund, $82,000. 
State school book fund, 2123,000. 
State school land fund, $176,000. 
And so on. AH of these paas through 


.he controller's office and go to makeup 
the difference between $6,000,000 and 
$9,000,000. But I doubt if Mr. Budd 
understands this, else he would be more 
cautious in his statements. 


Mr. Budd makes one other charge 


against this administration, which is 
;hat the general fund haa been ex- 
aauated and the state is bankrupt. 
Does he not know that the general fund 
has become exhausted every year for the 
last fourteen years, except the years 
1891 and 1892?

The women are Mrs. Nan Goodrich, 


formerly Nan Ueece, and Mrs. Jessie 
Coughill, formerly Miss Elder, now only 
about 16 yean of age. Clark Wood and 
a deputy constable left Fresno late in 
the afternoon of Tuesday, and went up 
Kinea river to Hazelton'e place, and 
there learned that these two women, 
who had been living in that vicinity, 
had moved a few days before to a place 
ten or fifteen miles toward the north. 
The officers aet forward, and after sev- 
entl hours of searching found tho house 
where they lived. Mra. Goodrich is said 
to be tolerably well fixed in money and 
property, and has made preparations to 
put out a wheat crop. The place where 
thev lived ia near where Fancher creek 
leaves the mountains and flowaoutupon 
the plains. 


The officers knocked at the door and 


after a good deal of talking and explain- 
ing, they were admitted. The woman 
understood what was the matter, and 
Mrs. Goodrich at once spoke up and 
aaid: 


"The newspaper told a lie. It said 


the baby was nearly froze, but I know it 
was not, for we wrapped it up well." 


In the next breath she denied all 


knowledge of the matter, and said she 
had not seen any newspaper. The oiti- 
cer saw a paper lying in the room, but 
while hia back was turned fora moment 
one of the women snatched the paper 
and hid it. Mra, Conghill, who is the 
mother of the baby, did not do quite so 
much talking aa Mrs. Goodrich, but she 
bad enought to say from time to time.

With much reluctance they con- i 
lented to thia, and arrived hi Freano 
reaterday, and stopped at one of tbe 
lotelu till later iu the day they gave 
bonds in the sum of $600 each iu 
Crichton's court for their appearance. 
They employed Dante B. Prince to de- 
fend them. 


The clews which led to the discovery 


of their identity were these: 
They 


were aeen in Sanger at noon Saturday 
with a span of horses, one bay and 
one gray, and had the baby with them. 
That afternoon they left for Fresno, and 
n due time appeared here, and visited 
several saloons, and indulged freely in 
Irink. At one of these places Mrs. 
Soodrich was recognized, and talked 
about the baby and said it was hers. 
After the baby was abandoned, it was 
recognized as the child that had been 
with Mra, Goodrich, and from that the 
arrest was easily made. 


The two women are not without a his- 


tory in a certain way. Mrs. GaugUiH 
waa formerly Miss Jessie Elder. She 
loved, not wisely but too well, and was 
betrayed by a man now said to reside in 
Fresno. About ten months ago ahe 
married a man named Caughtll. Her 
child IF now B months old. She and her 
husband lived together only a short 
time. It is said on the uncertain tes- 
timony of rumor that she contemplated 
eloping with the father of her child, 
ana that, rather than be bothered with 
the baby, she abandoned it. 


Mrs. "Uoodrich has a more extensive 


history. Bhe was lormerly known by 
the name ot Nan Reese. Home years 
ago she was defendant in a suit in the 
superior court, brought by Silas Prather 
to recover forty acres of land which ho 
deeded her under promise that ahe 
would marry him. She refused to ful- 
fill her part of tbe contract, and the 
court annulled tha deed. Soon after 
this she married Charles Goodrich, who 
coon dying left her several thousand 
dollars. She haa invested this money 
with judgment, and now ia considered 
well-to-do. 


Tbe date, for tbe hearing of tho ciee 


has not been set. Tho penalty for the 
crime is severe, and may extend to 
seven years in the penitentiary.

JACKETS FOR"OUR SAlLOnS. 


STicy Are Mftdo by Bewine Women In the 


Emploj of the N»TJ Department. 


The nntty uniforms of the sailors and 


marines of the United States navy ore 
made by n corps of women employed by 
tho quartermaster of tho Brooklyn navy 
yard. They are well paid, and the posi- 
tion of tailoress or seamstress is engorly 
sought for by women who earn a living 
by making garments. The -waiting list 
of tho bureau of employment contains 
more than 100 applicants. All work is 
ilono by tho piece., and tho wagea vary 
from $3 to $12 a week 


Tho applicant must present her name 


to the civil service board. Her applica- 
tion must ba signed by at least two rep- 
utable persons. 
Not only most she 


seamstress, 
•orlrshop is 


carefully considered. The quartermaster 
makes it a point that no "work shall be 
done in sweatshops or hi places where 
the clothing ia likely to bo infected. 


Ouco appointed, tho applicant visits 


tho tnilor shops of tho navy yard, whoro 
sho receives a bundle of goods to bo 
mado up into garments. The govern- 
ment furnishes all tho trimmings and 
thread. From 30 to SO bundles aro is- 
sued every morning. It usually requires 
two days to finish tho garments. The 
work is delivered and n now lot issned. 


Thn overcoats are mado of heavy cloth, 


and tho maker receives $2.80 apiece. 
Drawers and rmdershirts for tho men aro 
made of 11 ounco and 7 ounce blue flan- 
nel. Tho seamstress is paid 15 cents for 
, 


each. The maker is paid (iGceuta npieco i 
for cloth troupers and 50 cents for work- 
ing trousers. Ovcrshirts of heavy and 
light weight flannels pay G5 cents 
apiece. Jumpers are made of white drill- 
ing at BO cents each. 


Somo of these women have been in 


tho employ of the navy yard from 15 to 
20 years. Tho older employees ore beet 
paid and make rarely less than $12 a 
week 


The garments are for the enlisted men 


only, aa the officer supplies his own 
wardrobe. 
The uniforms are Issued ut 


the navy yard, by the quartermaster.— 
Now York Sun.

When the "chief of the service of in- 


formations" consent* to annex a de- 
frotante, his aptitudes aro first utilized 
Iu the "department des claeus craves." 
This i3 tho professional elong for pick- 
ing up such items at tho police stations 
as are not eent in to the prefecture. For 
thi3 work ho will bo paid 3 or 3 cen- 
times a line for those inserted, ou the 
average abont one in twenty of what he 
hands in. These modest auxiliaries havo 
only exceptionally the perspective of 
power to make themselves noted. In- 
deed their role Is limited, for if they 
learn of an accident or an affair ont of 
tho common run thoy must telephone 
tho faot to their papers, from whence 
tho chief sends aa soon as possible one 
or two staff reporters, but if the late- 
ness of the hour or the gravity of the 
event justiflea such an initiative, the 
titular of the "chiens croves" becomes 
somebody. In this case, if ho is clever, 
he can render his journal special service 
by avoiding a "beat," and he will b« 
well recompensed. This is why, over at 
tho Cafe da Coq d'Or, consumers some- 
times hear a young man at a neighbor- 
Ing table shout gleefully to his com- 
rades, "At last I have my first crimel" 
and tho comrades press hia hand and 
congratulate him warmly. 


Perhaps ha is promoted to the dignity 


of "enquetenr," or interviewer. Now 
ho receives n retaming salary of $50 to 
(CO a month and is paid extra for alt 
tho lines ho writes, so that lie usually 
earns $35 to $30 weekly. Ho must give 
hu definite measure, however, ou'lshow 
if he really has tho i\ft of tho profes- 
sion, for after two or three failures he 
•would be thanked and have his head 
ont off. Of the 1 fiO reporters who each 
year spring up on the Parisian press 
eight or ten at most survive and become 
corporals and sergeants in the profes- 
sion. To Bucceeil it is necessary not only 
to have good health, perfect bearing, a 
courtesy and education which permit of 
being received everywhere, but great 
clearness of ideas and a remarkable 
power of assimulntiou. The reporter 
may know nothing, but ho must be 
nuiok at understanding everything. It 
is necessary Unit, a question being given, 
ho should know in a few instants who 
Is tho person in Paris tho most probable 
to solve it. Ho must go to seo this per- 
son or KOino ono else equally informed, 
and in 20 phrases of au interview gather 
a clear, not and precise resume of the 
responses to make. Ho must also have 
tho scent of a detective and above all 
love for his profession. 


I know a Paris reporter who was sent 


out to write about tho doings of a for- 
eign sovereign then nt a French water- 
tngplaee. Howent to the chateau where 
tho monarch was (stopping, lint was po- 
litely kicked out by tho grana chamber- 
lain. '' We telegraph daily,'' tho latter 
said, "news relative to his majesty to 
our national papers. You can tako from 
them for your columns." Thia did not 
satisfy my confrere. Ho hail been Bent 
at much eipenso on this special work, 
and it wonld never do for him to do 
nothing during his Bojoum. A brilliant 
Idea struck him. He had got acquainted 
with an oldmanwho had formerly been 
employed in tlui telegraphy department 
of the army. Bo he said to tho, ex-lion- 
tonant, "Would you be capable of writ- 
ing out tho valno of the letters trans- 
mitted by tho Morso system by simply 
hearing the ticktack of the instrument?" 
"Parblen, that ia only the infancy of 
business," answered tho other. "Well, 
sir, I will give you a louis every moru- 
Ing if you will come and pass a quarter 
of iin hour at the postoffice." 


The noifc day, at tho hour, when tha 


dispatches from tho chateau arrived, 
those two men weio very busy in the 
office over an imaginary correspondence, 
but as soou as the Horse instrument IHI- 
gan to tick the old man inscribed on a 
sheet of paper letters cf foreign words 
ho did not tuiderst;uiil. The reporter 
read theso words over his shoulder. Ha 
Immediately translated them, and the 
official dispatch was scarcely off when 
ho sent tho same thing in French to his 
Paris paper. The telegraph employees 
naturally supposed that this literal 
translation was given to its sender by 
oue of the sovereign's household, while, 
as for the royal gnest and his grand 
chamberlain, they hud the pleasure of 
reading in the Paris journal details con- 
ceming themselves long before thoir 
national papers arrived. 


When a reporter has in analogous cir- 


cumstances shown tlio resources of his 
mind, he generally obtains a fixed salary 
which assures him n ravenuo independ- 
ent of tho fluctuation of actualities. 
He is, for inutaiice, charged with rela- 
tions with a cabinot- minister, reports 
of expositions, publiu reunions, etc. ,• but 
even in favorable conditions it is excep- 
tional that he gains moru than $200"a 
month. 
Moreover, tho fatigue is such 


and tho nervous tension so constant that 
tho employment cannot be filled for 
many years. This is the reason why 
there aro no old reportfirs in Paris, and 
why thoso who ore more than 40 years of 
age are pointed out with pride. 
Long 


before that age those who aro ablo to 
mako their careers as journalists aro 
classed aa ' "articli';rs." 
They hare 


Ehown that they can do reporting other- 
wise than with their legs, and then they 
know the honor of tha first page and the 
joys of signatures. I am glad to add 
that generally theso "articliers, " what- 
ever their rank or employment, preserve 
In their hearts good opinion of theso re- 
porters, and there is a local saying to 
the effect that "ono becomes a journal- 
ist; ho is born a reporter."—Paris Cor.

BAKKELS OP 
HIDDEN BRANDY 


DISCOVERED. 


The 
Lind 
Vineyard in Trouble. 


.Was It Intended to 


Defraud.? 


From Fridays Dally. 


AlGriffln.interualrevenue collector for 


this district, yesterday seized about 700 
gallons of bruudy at the Liud vineyard 
and brought it to Fresno, where it haa. 
been stored in the bonded warehouse. 
The Lind vineyard consists of 140 acres 
of land five miles east of this city, and 
had for a long time been under the 
management of A. P. Adams, but more 
lately the property has been in tbe name 
of his daughter, Mrs. Lind. 


There is a distillery at the vineyard) 


and considerable brandy has been made, 
and tbe vineyard haa turned ont some- 
thing like 100,000 gallons ot wine a year. 
There hae been suspicion on tbe part of 
the officers for some time that there was 
moonshine distilling being done at the 
vineyard, and that brandy was being 
tusned out without paying the govern- 
ment tax o! $1.10 per gallon. 


Yesterday Mr. Griffin went out to ex- 


plore the premises, having gained in- 
formation leading him to believe that 
his exploration would not prove unsuc- 
cessful. 
Under a pile of grapevine 


trimmings a number of barrels were 
found, and by the aid of an auger the 
contents were tested. It waa brandy, 
and there was no government stamp. 
No other brandy waa found, but there 
is suspicion that there may be other 
barrels of it about the premises. Fall 
explorations have not yet been made. 


The penalty for running an illicit dis- 


tillery is confiscation of property. Dep- 
uties Le Blanc and Kellogg were put in 
charge of the premises.
